The new studio is Lne first of its 
kind m educational radio. A new 
aerousUcal treatment using poly- 
ryllndrical diffusers has been in- 
stalled. The diffusers. which ap- 
pear to be half-round wood panels. ] 
reduce interference effects. This i 
treatment, originally used in mo- j 
tion picture recording, was not used 
in radio studios until 1»40 

The studio measures 45 by 52 feet 
wtth a ceiling sloping from 11 to 
15 feet The interior scheme utilizes 
different shades of green as 
as gray and yellow. At one end 
is a control booth which oro}e^« 
three feet into the studio. The walls 
the booth contain three thick- 
of curved glass. At the other 
riiri of the studio are three tiers 
of risers for orchestra seating. 

The floors are covered with inlaid 
tile in black and green with a nar- 
row while strip around the wall. 
In the center of the floor, the let- 
ters WBY are inlaid in gray.
